Eighty-two 
million, 
one-hundred 
•eighty thousand Lutherans through­ 
out the world, a Protestant world 
bod) almost as large as ad other 
Protestant bodies combined, are cele­ 
brating this week the 100th Anniver­ 
sary of the reading of the Augsburg 
Confession before a convention of 
th* 
Holy Roman Empire at Augs­ 
burg, 
Germany, 
an 
event 
which 
mark- tin* real beginning of the Luth­ 
eran Church, 
Coincident with their celebration 
• this anniversary, three American 
Lutheran bodies are uniting rn the 
formation of the “American Luther- 
m Church.0 These bodies represent 
a half a million baptised members. 
They have been known hitherto as 
the Buffalo Synod, the Iowa Synod 
and the Joint Synod of Ohio. The 
merger 
meeting 
will 
be 
held 
at 
Y iledo, Ohio, in August. 
History Hark* to Pioneer Day*. 
As these three church bodies lose 
lo ir individual ^identity in the new 
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merger body, Lutheran historians are 
calling attendtion to the long and 
memorable record of service which 
each possesses. 
The Buffalo Synod was founded 
exactly 85 
years ago, 
namely, on 
June 25, 1845, at Milwaukee, Wis­ 
consin. 
Its 
original 
membership, 
headed by Pastor J. A. A. Grabau, 
was composed of German Lutherans 
who emigrated from Prussia in 1839 
and 1843 in order to escape the op­ 
pression 
of 
the 
Prussian 
State 
Church. This body derived its name 
from the fact that its headquarters 
were at Buffalo, New York. 
The Evangelical Lutheran Synod 
of Iowa and other states came into 
being on 
August 24, 
1854, av St. 
S'ebald, Iowa. The Rev. W. Loehe, 
spiritual father of this synod, sensed 
the necessity of providing the early 
Lutheran settlers of the midwest with 
pastors and teachers, and of organiz­ 
ing them into congregations. For this 
purpose a theological seminary was 
established at Dubuque, Iowa, and a 
teacher’s seminary at Saginaw, Mich­ 
igan. Not a few defendants of tjie 
pioneers of this synod are active to­ 
day. The Iowa Synod engaged exten­ 
sively in mission work among the 
American Indians in Montana, in the 
prosecution of which M. Braeuninger, 
one of the missionaries, met a mar, 
tyr’s death. 
The drat meeting of the Evangeli­ 
cal Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio 
and other states was held at Somer­ 
set, Onio, on September 14, 
lait*. 
This is the oldest Lutheran Synod 
west of the Allegheny 
Mountains. 
Pioneer pastors, such as John Stauch, 
William toerster, Paul and Charles 
Henkel, followed the sturdy Luther­ 
ans who crossed tao Allegheny Moun­ 
tains and occupied the Ohio country. 
The par.shes served by those pioneer 
preaeners covered a vast territory— 
one or more counties— and included 
as many a.-, nine congregations in a 
single parish. John Stauch traveled 
100,000 miles in the course of his 
ministry and preached in five dif­ 
ferent states. 
E ar!y Lutheran* Loyal Patriot* 
r ron ti * beginning, the Lutherans 
; America have been loyal patriots, 
rendering va .ant service in the War 
oi independence as well as in sub- 
tse iuent confhU. As early as 1813, 
t i *-e congregations that were later 
to form the Joint Synod of Ohm pass­ 
ee a resolution, 
that the Fouth of 
July be observed in our congrega­ 
tion.-, ai a solemn day of prayer." 
V. .th each of the three constituent 
synods bringnig such a rich heritage 
ii to the

bojy, the American 
Lutheran Church gives every prom­ 
ise of probing a vital force in the 
religious t i Fe * A America. 


A CLOSE-UP VIEW OF LARGEST 
FARM IN SABINAL COUNTRY. 


The biggest farm in the Sabinal 
section to 
be operated 
under the 
personal supervision of one man is 
the A. G. Ilse h o ld in g s couths ast of 
town, which comprise 3,700 cultivat­ 
ed acres. Today, there is growing in 
the greatest luxuriance MOO acres 
of cotton, 1,600 acres of corn, and 
the remainder of aproximately 700 
acres 
abound 
in 
grain 
sorghums, 
Sudan, etc. 
Mr. Ilse has selected for his farm 
a block of land which is probably the 
blackest of the black waxy type of 
soil in Southwest Texas, and is as 
good land as may be found in the 
entire state. Mr. Ilse says he ha:- a 
preference 
for 
this 
type 
of 
soil, 
though he commenced farming on 
sandy soil. 
In this solid 
block of 
3,700 acres there are such divisions 
oi the land as will enable one to gaze 
upon a patch of 400 acres of cotton 
and a corn patch of equal acres, all 
without a shadow of turning or break 
in contour. 
But it is not the mere bigness of 
the farm that has made Mr. Ilse a 
distinctive farmer of all this section, 
and was instrumental in his having 
received the designation of being one 
of the fifteen "Master Farmers’ of 
the entire state by Tile Progresive 
Farmer of Dallas in I '.'28. It is quite 
probable that Mi*. Use does not reclad 
himself as a farmer on a big scale, a.s 
ht would apply the principles which 
have n.ade for his success on these 
thousands of acres to a smaller acre­ 
age if he were t<> reduce his opera­ 
tions for any reason. In other words, 
Mr. Ilse ha.' perfected such a system 
of farming .n all its details ti at he 
could add a thousand or so acres to 
his holdings without taxing his am ity 
in the least. It would merely mean 
the addition of a few more units to 
hi;- already well organized program 
of farming. 
There is no haphazard, hit-or-miss 
lest-motion policy in the handi ng of 


by most every Southern farmer, not 
as much moisture is required to grow 
cotton as other field crops of this 
zone. Sufficient moisture to start the 
plant off in good shape, then warmth 
and sunlight and frequent cultiva­ 
tion does the trick. 
But there is no use in attempting 
to grow cotton in this section with- 
oue the employment of some system 
to successfully combat the boll weevil 
and 
other cotton 
pests, 
IlSe said. 
Might as well expect to gather a 
harvest of apples from an apple or­ 
chard without spraying at stated per­ 
iods in the season, he declared. Mr. 
Ilse said that he had used poison in 
his cotton culture long enough to 
demonstrate that it is absolutely nec­ 
essary if one would succeed. He has 
adopted the use of calcium arsenate 
in the dust form, rather than a solu­ 
tion which he employed some years 
age. 
Use said that experience has 
demonstrated that he could not have 
pulled through the years of meager 
rainfall in the past, particularly the 
past four years, did he not have a 
liberal acreage of cotton.

He does not ‘ watch 
the clouds ’ in the >en.>e that he fails 
to plant or t.» cultivate until it rams, 
when 
it

begin the foundation for a succeed­ 
ing crop just a- soon as the ground 
can be cleared of a season’s harvest­ 
ed crop. Anti here is one ot Mr. Use's 
most cherished "secrets” of i.is at­ 
tainment of a measurable su cess in 
his calling, and which he commends 
to his fellows in the Lame vocation 
for what it may be worth t> them: 
“ What I would emphasize as a car­ 
dinal principle in my farming,” .'aid 
Ilse, "is the thorough perparation of 
the seed bed for every seas.).* s crops, 
by which I mean that before any 
farmer should ever anticipate a har­ 
vest of any crop he must inst. Know 
that 
his 
soil 
is 
brought 
into 
a 
thorough state of cultivation; then 
immediately at the close of each nai­ 
vest season, 
begin to prepaie 
tne 
seed-bed for the succeeding seas n’s 
crops. I do this by a deep-lurrow 
system of bedding or listing in r>.vs 
that are 3-feet apart, run w'ith le- 
gard to the natural drainage of the 
land so as to prevent erosion and 
conserve as much moisture as pos­ 
sible. This preparatory seed-end ia.- 
iows all fall and winter, absorbing all 
, falling moisture. In advance of tne 
1 sowing season I begin the narrowing 
and 
cultivation 
of 
this 
se* d-b< u, 
keeping it clean and leveling it down 
in a measure for the opening of the 
beds with the planters. 
“Of course I cultivate in season 
and out of season, and if humanly 
possible keep all crops clean of ai* 
weeds and grass.” 
There is one other feature in his 
farm program which Mr. Ilse would 
commend to his fellow-workers in the 
Sabinal country, and that is his devo­ 
tion to the unfailing | rincipie of crop 
rotation. He says he never plants th<- 
same crop on land two sa. cessiv® 
seasons. By rotation he insists that 
not only is the soil built up in con­ 
stituent elements, but th* 
practice 
also reduces root rot in cotton to the 
very minimum. There is no cotton 
root rot on the Ilse farms and he at­ 
tributes this circumstance to the fact 
that 
he 
ha.- 
kept 
his 
laud 
from 
becoming infested with this parasite 
gel m by rotating the crops and keep­ 
ing his fields free of noxious weeds. 
And in speaking of cotton. Mr. Use 
has a vejy favorable recommendation 
for a reasonable acreage of it on any 
farm program in the Southland. Ilse 
says that he regards it unfortunate 
that the Sabinal farmers have prac­ 
tically abandoned the growing of cot­ 
ton on their lands. He thinks a rea­ 
sonable acreage could be planted to 
this staple with very profitable re­ 
sults. He points out that here in the 
Sabinal 
country
